FIRST FATAL ACCIDENT ON 


LIGONIER RR. IN 40 YEARS 


Passengers Hurled Into Air 
Only to Fall Under Wheels. 
Only One Passenger Out of 
Fifty Escapes Without. In- 
jury — Train Crew Jump. 
But.Do Not Escape Injury. 


Latrobe, Pa., July 5.—Twenty-one 
persons were killed and thirty injured, 
a number fatally, in a wreck this aft- 
ernoon on the Ligonier Valley railroad 
at Wilpen. 

“An overloaded passenger coach, 
pushed by an engine, was struck by a@ 
double-header freight train of coal 
cars, crushing the coach like paper 
and spreading death and injury to all 
but one aboard the train. 
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That any escaped death seems mi-— 


raculous, as bodies of dead and in- 
jured were huried through the air or 
crushed in the debris when the loco- 
motives split the coach almost in 
twain. 

This is said to be the first fatal ac- 
cident on the Ligonier road in forty 
years.
